FIND BOMB ON FLOOR 
OF AUDITORIUM THEATRE 


Near Panic Follows Burst of 
Flames in Chicago Play House 


P ro m p t Action fit' D irector Cum pa ti ini 
Stills Panic of Spectators— Bom b 
Found Near Close of First Act— 
One Third of 
Audience 
Leave 
Seats. 


Chicago. Nov. IG. — A bomb made 
of gas pipe and p o w d er was picked 
up tonigiit on th e m ain floor of the 
A uditoriu m T h ea ter w here the Opera 
“ Din O r a b ” was being rung. 
An in­ 
cipient panic which followed ail u n ­ 
explained burst of flames was stilled 
by prom pt action of Director C a m ­ 
panini who had Hie orchestra play 
T he Star Spangled Banner. 
The bomb was fo u n d by firemen 
seeking the cause of the flame. 
It 
consisted of a foot of gas pipe filled 
with powder and a fuse attached. 
The firemen finally concluded that 
th e flames which 
caused Hie first 
fright had been connected in some 
way with the bomb, which em itted 
noxious odors. 
it was "found n ea r 
th e close of the first act while Calli 
Curl was singing a Breton folk song.

Officials of the city fire depart- 
I ment opened the bom b and tested the 
powder it contained. 
They declared 
it probably was not sufficiently h ig h ­ 
ly explosive to in ju r e the building 
seriously but th a t it would have in­ 
jured persons n ea rb y when it ex­ 
ploded and would havo caused a se­ 
rious panic. 
Ii was th e theory that 
t h e bomb hail been lighted and th a t 
possibly some few grains of powder 
had dropped from th e fuse and ig nit­ 
ed causing the o rigina l Alamo that 
first attracted a tten tio n in the build­ 
ing. 
W h e th e r the b o m b was intended 
as a protest against g ra n d opera, rich 
gowns and jewels of theater goers 
an d high salary of singers durin g 
w a r times or w h e th e r it was a d e m ­ 
onstration of an en e m y allen caused 
much speculation. 
Two women who 
occupied seats n ear th e spot where 
th e blaze flared up told Hinton Cla- 
baugh of the federal departm ent of 
justice that th ree m en of m arked 
Teutonic ap p earan c e had sat n ea r 
th em and had left soon alter Hie 
Auditorium was d ark e n ed .
